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CONDITIONS  OF  SALE 


L  REJECTION  OF  BIDS:  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with 
the  value  of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional 
advance,  may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would 
be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously. 

II.  THE  BUYER:  The  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer,  and  if  any 
dispute  arises  between  two  or  more  bidders,  the  auctioneer  shall  either  decide 
the  same  or  put  up  for  re-sale  the  lot  so  in  dispute. 

III.  Identification  and  deposit  by  buyer.-  The  name  of  the

or  pointed  out.    Every  lot  is  sold  "as  is"  and  without  recourse. 

Every  lot  is  on  public  exhibition  one  or  more  days  prior  to  its  sale,  and 
the  Association  will  give  consideration  to  the  opinion  of  any  trustworthy  expert

FOREWORD 


THE  collection  of  the  late  Rev.  Theodore  H.  Dorr  of  Lexington,  Massa- 
chusetts, is  offered  by  the  American  Art  Association  at  unrestricted 
public  sale. 

The  Dorr  genealogy  is  interwoven  with  the  history  of  the  New  Eng- 
land States,  men  of  that  name  having  done  much  in  the  making  of  New 
England  from  the  time  of  the  landing  of  the  Pilgrim  Fathers — Edward  Dorr 
was  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Rhode  Island,  John  Dorr  of  Boston  was  one  of 
the  participants  in  the  Boston  Tea  Party,  Jonathan  Dorr  was  one  of  the  early 
Governors  of  Rhode  Island,  Eben  May  Dorr  was  the  first  American  Consul 
at  Vedo,  Japan,  etc.,  etc. 

The  last  mentioned,  Eben  May  Dorr,  over  a  period  of  years — 1845  to 
1865 — in  his  travels  through  China,  collected  the  many  unique  examples  of 
Anglo-American  and  marine  Lowestoft  which  are  now  offered  at  public  sale. 

Possibly  no  other  private  collection  contains  so  many  unusual  items  as 
does  this  group:  A  Lowestoft  urn  with  the  Rhode  Island  State  coat  of  arms, 
a  cup  and  saucer  with  the  New  York  State  coat  of  arms,  a  lighthouse  coffee- 
pot with  the  United  States  coat  of  arms,  the  Stanton  family  dinner  service, 
Lowestoft  bowls,  mugs,  platters,  plates  and  dishes  with  interesting  and  un- 
usual marine  and  map  decorations,  form  a  collection  of  this  rare  and  valuable 
ware  to  which  one  is  strongly  tempted  to  apply  the  superlative  term  of  "un- 
rivaled!" There  are  also  several  scarce  Liverpool  pitchers,  of  which  the 
Thomas  Jefferson-George  Washington  pitcher  is  the  most  important. 

Americana  is  well  represented  by  two  important  American  paintings  by 
John  B.  White  of  eighteenth  century  note:  The  Capture  of  Andre  and  Gen- 
eral Marion  in  His  Swamp  Encampment.  In  this  group  must  also  be  men- 
tioned the  fine  marble  and  bronze  sculptures  of  George  Washington  and 
Benjamin  Franklin  by  George  Rouse,  Hiram  Powers  and  Trentanove. 

The  eighteenth  century  American  silversmiths  are  represented  by  Paul 
Revere,  E.  Sargeant,  Zachariah  Brigden  and  Josiah  Austen,  with  good 
examples  of  the  work  of  each. 

The  masters  of  the  eighteenth  century  cabinetmaker's  craft  are  repre- 
sented by  examples  of  James  Gillingham  of  Philadelphia,  1765,  and  Duncan 
Phyfe  of  New  York.  The  set  of  carved  mahogany  ladder-back  chairs  by 
Gillingham  are  exceedingly  fine,  as  are  also  the  examples  by  Duncan  Phyfe 
— a  set  of  twelve  carved  mahogany  chairs,  an  important  carved  mahogany 
sideboard  and  a  carved  mahoganv  library  table.  Besides  these  there  are  many 
finely  done  specimens  of  the  Colonial  period  which  include  secretarys,  pie- 
crust tables,  corner-cabinets,  spoon-back  chairs  in  beech  and  walnut,  a  walnut 
needlework  love  seat  and  maple  and  mahogany  pieces  of  the  Chippendale  and 
Sheraton  periods,  together  with  fine  mirrors,  gilded  sidelights,  exquisite  glass 
and  many  other  embellishments  both  of  useful  and  artistic  value.  The  group 
of  mantel  clocks  and  two  grandmother  clocks  completes  the  collection,  adding 
a  distinctly  important  note  thereto.
